SILVER'S UPWARD TREND 


A 


RECENT dispatch from New York to the San Fran- 


cisco Chronicle explains the rise in silver as fol- 


lows: 


"The sharp advance in silver in the London and New 


York markets during the past few weeks has carried it to 
the highest mark since Nevember '1901. 
For nearly six 


months the market has been on the upward move. Repre- 
•sentativea here of the large smelting interests say the rise 
It* partly clue to a heavy demand from India. Large whole- 
sale dealers Jn that country are distributing a good deal 
•of the metal to the retail trade. In addition, it is believed 
^ there was recently a consideiable short interest in the 
metal. 
Silver is a favorite ai tide of speculation among 


London bullion dealers. 


It is believed by some that the British government is 


buying silver, although this cannot be confirmed. 
Fiance 


Is buying rather freely to supply a demand for coinage in 
the French possessions in Asia. The position of China is 
not clear at the moment l>eyond the fact that where China 
at the close of the last year was unloading a large surplus 
of the metal, thus coming in competition with shipments 
from the west, 
it has now ceased to be a seller. 


The - purchases of Ihe "United States government for 


Philippine coinage also have been a factor." 


This statement of the case, which doubtless is meas- 


urably tiue, soems to leave the operations of the supposed 
"silver trust" entirely out of account. 
There is, in fact, 


no such thing as a "silver trust" in the oidinary and ob- 
noxious sense of the term "trust." The Guggenheim com- 
pany cannot begin to control the silver output. The most 
It can do is to refuse to- sell such silvei as it does control 
unless the price Is satisfactory, just as the farmers may 
Iholrl their wheat or corn for the best prices in prospect. 
There is a vast difference between such a course and the 
rr^omdpctlizlng of an industry by which the output is Hm- 
llied and the pi ice forced up in that way. 
Possibly Ihls 


large selling concern has been a factor in a small way as 
3ts operations may .serve to ofls.pt the et'Corts of the London 
"brokers to beai the market. 


But there Is scaicely a doubt that the main cause of 


the advance is the increase of the demand in proportion 
10 the supply. 
JOverything which has contributed to this 


.increase has of course helped to strengthen the market. 
Tile Philippine coinage may have played a 'part, but 
as 


The Journal has heretofore observed, the part must be a 
small one, because the putchase.s on that account have not 
been large, and as the new pesos simply take the place oC 
Mexican dollars \\hich would otherwise go theie, the ef- 
fect of this coinage must also be tempoiaty 
Probably 


many factors have combined to stiengthen the price of the 
•white metal, but the chief one and the only one of perma- 
nent value is the increased demand 


All of\this is veiy suggestive in the strong support 


•which It gives to the contentions' of the silver men as to 
the effect which the free coinage of the metal by the Uni- 
ted States government would have upon the price. It is 
marally certain that free coinage in this country at $1.29 
per ounce would fix the price at that figure the world over, 
for the simple reason tha no maji \\ith a grain of business 
sense haying: silver for sale would part \\ith it for mater- 
ially lees than It would be worth at the American mint. 
If an English broker wanted silver for shipment to India 
or China he would have to pay the American mint rate or 
conntrles would help sustain the price fixed by the coinage 
law of the United States. Some one may say in answer to 
tfhis that those countries would not take the silver at so 
ftiigh a price. The conclusive reply is that they must have 
:it. They took more silver when it was worth from $1.29 to 
$'l.33 per ounce than they do now
